K n g 1 ■ n <t 
(API- ThCT# »re some Itirlsl- 
Ing, rdck 'n' roU rebels among 
the 198 paisengeri sailing home 
to their 17th-century way of 
life on remote Tristan da CHinha 
Island.

The Tristan elders found life 
In Britain too swift and yearn 
to return to the tiny windswept 
South Atlantic Island from which 
they were driven by volcanic 
eruptions two years ago. 

But the young ones don't want 
In go home. Some are going 
back only because their parents 


say they must. One Is 17-year- 
old Rosemary Green. She fell in 
love here wi^ the twist and tel^ 
vision and transistor radios. 

"I’ll he back for good when 
I'm 21 and my own boss.” she 
vowed. 

Rosemary and like • minded 
teen-agers packed all the radios, 
comic books and paperback 
novels they could afford. 

The 147 adults and 41 children 
yesterday boarded the chartered 
Danish liner Bornholm for the 
llrday trip to their island, about 
midway between Africa and 
South America. 


Fifty-two returned in March 
fo restore ravaged beaches, get 
a fish cannery back in shape, 
and kill off the island's mad 
dogs and rats that flourished in 
their absence.

British authoritiei evacuated 
Tristan's 268 inhabitanl.s In Oc¬ 
tober, 1961, after earth tremon 
cracl^ the Island's surface and 
louched off fiery erupdons of 
Its 6.760-faot volcano. 

The islanders rowed to an 
evacuation ship and hade a sad 
farewell to BA-- in bre d , 17th- 
century life, hardly prepared to 


fare a modem world most had 
never seen. 

They arrived at Southampton 
Nov. 1, 1961. spent a short spell 
at a reception centre and then 
were placed in family - type 
houses at Calshot. near here. 

* a * 

Many of the youngsters, tim¬ 
idly at first, joined the modem 
world of the einema, dance halls 
bingo parties and oeganoed 
sporls. But the older folk could 
not get oaed to the horrible din 
of traffic. 

Last December, the adult 
refugees held a secret ballot. 


Only fire voted to remain in 
Britain, 148 to return to Tristan. 

The islanders are taking back 
some things to make life a little 
more comfortable and sale. 

Aboard the liner are 27 tons 
of .eating potatoes and seven 
tons of seed, an x-ray machine 
and other equipment for the 
island's hospital, a motor barge 
for lightering from ship to shore 
an inflatable 10-man boat woth 
outboard motor, a steel-framed, 
prefabricated building to re¬ 
place the old store and provi- 
aiona lor the store, six sheep 
dogs and 175 chickens.
